Unmanned Soviet Probe 
Tobacco West Marin Ranchers Hunt 
Heads For Venus Landing Ad Ban 


MOSCOW (UPI) - T h e Soviet 
Union launched today an un­ 
manned sputnik that will try to 
soft-land instruments on Venus 
in July to measure the searing 
heat and crushing pressure. 
Tass. the official news agen­ 
cy. said Venus 8 carried a soft- 
lander which scientists hope 
will “ make a smooth descent in 
the Venusian atmosphere and 
tcfke scientific measurements.” 
Venus 7 successfully soft- 
landed an instrument package 
on Venus in December. 1970. 
For 23 minutes it sent the first 
signals to earth from another 
planet, reporting surface tem ­ 
perature readings of 887F and 
atmospheric pressure 00 times 
that on earth. 
The Tass announcement of 
the launch made a rare disclo­ 
sure of the probe's mission. 
Western space experts called 
this indicative of Soviet confid­ 
ence in the design and endur­ 
ance capacilities of Venus 7, 
which succeeded 
after three 


other Soviet Venus probes had 
failed. 
Venus 8 was launched on its 
193 million-mile trek toward the 
“ hot planet” at 7:15 a.m. (11:15 
p.m. EST Sunday). 
“ In July the station is to 
reach the environs of the planet 
Venus," Tass said. “ The de­ 
scending craft is to make a 
smooth descent in the Venusan 
atmosphere and take scientific 
m easurements.” 
Venus 8 weighed 2.590 pounds 
and will “ continue the research 
of Venus by automatic means,” 
Tass said. 
It said the scientific equip­ 
ment aboard “will enable scien­ 
tists to get additional informa­ 
tion on the planet.” 
Enroute to Venus, the sputnik 
will carry out experiments, in­ 
cluding m easurem ent of the 
concentration of neutral hydro­ 
gen and solar plasma. Tass 
said. 
Venus 8 carried pennants 
bearing the Soviet cost of arms 


and the image of Vladimir I. 
Lenin, founder of the Soviet 
state. 
In January 1971, Tass an­ 
nounced that Venus 7 on Dec. 
15. 1970. successfully parachut­ 
ed a soft-larider through the 
inferno (hat destroyed all pre­ 
vious Soviet soft-ianding a t­ 
tempts on Venus and “ relayed 
scientific information from the 
surface of another planet for 
the first time" 
Tass said then that Venus 7 
“ laid the beginning of direct 
experiments on the surface of 
Venus. A complex engineering 
task was solved — the collec­ 
tion of scientific data in condi­ 
tions of exceptionally high pres­ 
sures and temperatures.” 
Venus 7 was the fourth Soviet 
craft to attempt a soft-landing 
on Venus and the first to suc­ 
ceed. Western scientific sources 
said Venus 4, 5 and 6 “ crum ­ 
pled under the atm ospheric 
pressure and were reduced to 
ash.” 


Upheld 
For The Killer Of Lambs 


Aborted Dita Bedside Hearing 
Ra ises Some New Questions 


DENVER (UPI)—-A Senate 
hearing at the bedside of hospi­ 
talized lobbyist Dita D. Beard, 
aborted by the sudden collapse 
of ihe witness, has left the 
Senate Ju d iciary Com m ittee 
with fewr answ ers and new 
questions about White House 
involvement in a giant con­ 
glomerate's financial aid for 
the Republican National Con­ 
vention. 


Sen. Philip D. Hart. D-Mich., 
who led a panel of six senators 
into a stuffy hospital lounge 
Sunday to take sworn testimony 
from Mrs. Beard, called off the 
hearing after the 53-year-old 
lobbyist suffered a heart sei­ 
zure. 


Her collapse came in the first 
day of her bizarre encounter at 
the Rocky Mountain Osteopath­ 
ic Hospital with the traveling 
delegation from Congress. The 
senators were planning to re­ 
turn to Washington today, and 
the committee is scheduled to 
resume the hearings Wednes­ 
day with Harold Geneen, presi­ 
dent of the International Tele­ 


phone and Telegraph Corp., as 
the witness. 
Mrs. Beard’s doctor said she 
had “ survived her attack of 
acute angina p e c to ra ” but 
would be monitored carefully 
for the next several days. 
Before 
the seizure, 
Mrs. 
Beard again denied repeatedly 
that she had ever wrritten a 
memorandum to her superior 
linking the ITT pledge to help 
San Diego underwrite the costs 
of hosting the GOP convention 
with the Justice Department’s 
out-of-court settlem en t last 
year of a huge antitrust action 
against the conglomerate. 
But, under questioning, the 
woman acknowledged that she 
had w'ritten portions of the 
m em orandum that colum nist 
Jack Anderson published ear­ 
lier this month including a pas­ 
sage in which she referred to 
“ that call 
from the white 
house.” 


“That call,” Mrs. Beard ex­ 
plained Sunday, was an inquiry 
by someone in the Executive 
M ansion—she was not sure 
wrho—to W. R. Merriam, her 


supervisor in the Washington 
office, “ wanting to know all 
about this 
commitment, this 
underwriting” of San Diego's 
convention costs. 
Mrs. Beard said M erriam 
“ asked me to explain” and she 
did—in a 
memorandum that 
contained about half the lan­ 
guage used in the document 
Anderson published, but made 
no reference to a link between 
the antitrust settlement and the 
convention underwriting. 
She acknowledged writing: “ I 
just had a long talk with EJG 
(E. J. Gerrity, vice president of 
ITT). I’m so sorry that we got 
that call from the White House. 
I thought you and I had agreed 
very thoroughly that under no 
circumstances w-ould anyone in 
this office discuss with anyone 
our participation in the conven­ 
tion, including me. Other than 
permitting John Mitchell, Ed 
Reinecke, Bob Haldeman and 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -W ith 
two justices dissenting, the Su­ 
preme Court upheld today a 
19K9 law which banned the 
broadcasting of cigarette com­ 
mercials by television and ra­ 
dio stations. 
The Court did so by refusing 
to hear an appeal from a ruling 
by a three-judge federal court 
in the D istrict of Columbia 
which upheld the validity of the 
law. 
There was no opinion by the 
justices except a notation that 
William O. Douglas and Wil­ 
liam J. Brennan voted to hear 
the case. 
The ban was challenged by 
six radio stations and the Na­ 
tional Association of Broadcast­ 
ers i NABt. 
In other actions, the Court 


—Refused to rule w hether 
constitutional provisions affect­ 
ing libel suits against general 
news publications apply also to 
a financial reporting service 
operated by Dun & Bradstreet 
Inc. The action leaves standing 
a libel aw'ard against the finan­ 
cial service obtained by the 
Kansas Electric Supply Co. Inc. 
in 1969. 


—Refused to hear an appeal 
from a lower court ruling which 
allowed a state to expel or 
punish public school students 
whose hair length exceeds lim­ 
its prescribed by officials. The 
cases involved in the appeal 
stemmed from Colorado. Utah, 
New 
Mexico and Oklahoma. 
However, a North Carolina rul­ 
ing has denied authorities the 
right to punish long-haired stu­ 
dents. The Court has received a 
number of such appeals but has 
never agreed to consider them. 


The lower court ruling on the 
cigarette commercial test case 
was handed down Oct. 20. 1971. 
The broadcasters argued that 
the ban interfered with their

Lone Dog Is Believed 


Slayer Of 53 Animals 


By JAY GOODWIN 
A blood-thirsty dog has slaughtered 53 baby 
lambs and wounded 35 others near Tomales 
during the past 10 days. 
In an effort to shoot or capture the dog, an all- 
night vigil has been mounted by more than a 
dozen neighboring ranchers. 
So far, the elusive killer has been sighted only 
once — on Friday night by one rancher’s teen-age 
sons. 
_______________________ 


The nightly raids have taken 
place on three ranches three 
miles east of Tomales. 
After inspecting the wounds, 
Robert 
Dollahite, director of 
livestock conservation for the 
Marin County Humane Society, 
was able to reconstruct the 
dog's probable method of op­ 
eration. 
Every victim w’as killed or 
maimed in identical manner, he 
said. The dog would jump the 
baby lamb from the rear and 
sink its jaws into the back of its 
victim's neck. After hurling it 
to the ground, the dog would 
occasionally rip at the lam b’s 
rear legs or hind quarters. It 
never paused to eat its incapa­ 
citated victim, moving on to the 
next lamb, instead. 
“ I’d bet my life there’s only 
one dog.” declared Dollahite. 
“ No two dogs could kill all 
those sheep in exactly the same 
way. 
The dog has attacked only 
baby lambs, each less than 
three months old and weighing 
approximately 70 pounds. He 
has not touched any adult ewes. 
Dollahite offered a possible 
explanation. “The dog is killing 
for the pure pleasure of kill­ 
ing." he said. “ Baby lambs are 
faster than ewes and provide 
the dog with a greater chal­ 
lenge.”

ranches are Walter Burbank; 
his brother, Luther Gwynn Bur- 
back and Irvin Jensen. The 
three raise approximately 1,400 
sheep on their 1,000 acres. 
They value the slain Iambs at 
$3,000. “ Sure the money i'm 
losing disturbs me,” said Wal­ 


ter Burbank “ But I wouldn’t be 
in this business if I liked to see 
animals wantonly killed. I'm 
not hard-hearted; but. I could 
shoot that dog with the least 
remorse in God’s creation.” 
The Burbank brothers, Jen­ 
sen and about twelve neighbor­ 
ing ranchers have stayed up 
around-the-clock guarding their 
flocks With shotguns and night­ 
time binoculars, they’ve waited 
but their vigil has been fruit­ 
less 
Dollahite brought two animal 
traps from the humane society 
Saturday, but, they too have 
proved unsuccessful. 
“ Walt Burbank is taking this 
real h a rd ," said Dollahite. 
“ He's worried and upset. He 
can t afford this. They have to 
catch that dog. Every man is so 
haggard out there — big bags 
under their eyes. They can’t 
run their business this way. But 


if they don’t stop that dog, they 
won’t 
have any business to 
run.” 


The attacks began 10 days 
ago. For two or three days, 
Burbank assumed that his dead 
sheep were killed by buzzards, 
eagles , or a livestock disease 
called pulpy kidney. 


When the death toll reached 
20 in one night, Burbank con­ 
cluded it was a murderous dog. 
His all-night watch began last 
week. 


Dollahite and 
Burbank be­ 
lieve the lone killer is the house 
pet of a neighbor. “ We don’t 
know whose it is, but w'e’re sure 
it lives around here." said Dol­ 
lahite, Wild dogs, he explained, 
would not return night after 
night to the same fields. Rath­ 
er they would move throughout

VATICAN CITY (U PIi-Pope 
Paul VI told the world’s young 
people Sunday it was their re­ 
sponsibility to overcome the 
materialism of the previous ge­ 
neration and lead the way for a 
society based on simple reli­ 
gious beliefs. 
“ You felt the pain of the 
fatuity 
of 
those 
who 
have 
taught you a skeptical and he­ 
donistic concept of life,” the 
pontiff said in a Palm Sunday 
message addressed especially 
to young people. 
“ There is in the attitude of so 
many youths a sense of discon­ 
tent and refusal of cheap prog­ 
ress," the Pope said. “ They are 
seeking expressions which are 
more human, simple, sincere 
and free.” 
“ What they really are seek­ 
ing." he said, “ is a true mes­ 
siah, and the Palm Sunday 
message today as nearly 2,000 
years ago is that that messiah 
has come and is JesUvS Christ 
the lord. 
“ We proclaim Him to you. 
simply and solemnly. The mes­ 
siah is Jesus Christ,U the pon­ 
tiff said 
“ It is for you (young people) 
to reveal the glory of Christ to 
the modern world and to show 
why and how He is today more 
than ever the gathering point of 
a world searching to know itself

$15 dinners ... as well as $18 
taxi rides” to airports to catch 
his flights home. 
Thus far, the senator said. 
B ir d ’s to ta l tr a n s p o r ta tio n 
costs, “ including a trip to Eu­ 
rope.” have cost taxpayers $9,- 
000 and his subsistence expen­ 
ses have topped $2,000 since 
S eptem ber, not counting his 
suite in the W atergate Hotel. 
(In Anaheim, W alker said the 
figure of $30,400 was norrecl, 
but that most of his expenses 
have to come from it and he 
had served as an adviser to the 


show without salary for several 
months. 
(W’alker, who said he was a 
consultant to Expo ’67 in Mon­ 
treal, said he was called into 
the project because of his back­ 
ground to help straighten out 
the show’s organization.

finding. We do not believe that 
m arijuana should be legalized. 
We believe it is a harmful 
drug.’* 
He added that a bill to legal­ 
ize m arijuana “ couldn’t get five 
votes” in Congress. 
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U.N. Prepares For First Ever 
Conference On Environment

UNITED NATIONS - The 
U.N. Security Council could 
meet in urgent session to consi­ 
der charges of “ environmental 
aggression.” 
Impossible? 
Not according to the world's 
foremost environmental admin­ 
istrator. Maurice F. Strong. 
“ Environmental aggression” 
could become one of the impor­ 
tant political issues between 
states. Strong, secretary gener­ 
al of the U.N. conference on the 
human environment, said at a 
recent press conference. He 
was unveiling the action plan 
for the first ever U.N. confer­ 
ence on the environment to be 
held in Stockholm June 5-16. 


Intervention by the Security 
Council could apparently result 
from accusations by a member 
tstatc that a neighboring coun­ 
try, bent on rapid industrializa­ 
tion, was contaminating its air 
with toxic pollutants. Or, per­ 
haps, despoiling its coastline 
with the dumping of waste 
products at sea. 
U.N. environmentalists hope 
such extreme political action 
will not be necessary. 
Instead they’re pinning their 
hopes on preventive interna­ 
tional action to protect the bios­ 


phere at the Stockholm confer­ 
ence. 
Such a conference constitutes 
the first attempt by the interna­ 
tional community to agree on 
new principles of behavior and 
responsibility for effectively 
managing the global environ­ 
ment. 
Some 115 countries have been 
actively involved in its prepara­ 
tion. For most of the 77 states 
which are presenting national 
reports, this represents their 
first attempt ever to gauge 
their own environmental con­ 
cerns. 


According to Strong the “ en­ 
vironment issue is moving out 
of the “ motherhood” stage to 
the point where it is now being 
seen as one of the most perva­ 
sive and revolutionary issues 
that man has ever faced.” 
Though the environment is 
rapidly gaining acceptance 
here as a priority problem for 
the international community, 
preparations for the Stockholm 
conference have been peppered 
with several controversial is- 
uues. 
The exclusion of East Ger­ 
many for instance, because it is 
neither a member of the U.N. 
nor any of its specialized agen­ 
cies, has forced the Soviet Un­ 
ion and the East European so­ 
cialist bloc to withdraw its 


support from the Stockholm 
conference. 
Unless May’s meeting of the 
World Health Organization 
(WHO) accepts East Germany 
as a member which would then 
entitle it to full representation 
at Stockholm there seems little 
hope of the Soviet Union and its 
Warsaw Pact allies attending 
the conference. A possible ex­ 
ception is Yugoslavia. 
The western powers are op­ 
posed to full East German rec­ 
ognition right now since they 
believe it would confer prema­ 
turely legitimacy on the social­ 
ist state prior to resolving those 
delicate negotiations over Ber­ 
lin. 
“ To have all of the Soviet 
Union and Eastern Europe not 
attending is a large slice out of 
the environment cake” is a 
common reading here of the 
implications of East German 
omission. 


The concern is partly due to 
the psychological damage it 
will do to the opening confer­ 
ence since East German mem­ 
bership in the U.N. is regarded 
as inevitable, and so Soviet and 
east bloc support is forseen in 
subsequent years. 
Another sensitive issue is a 
noticeable reluctance among 
underdeveloped countries to 
adopt certain environmental 


controls. This is because less 
developed countries may re­ 
quire rapid industrialization of 
which pollution is an obvious 
concommitant. 
Nevertheless U.N. environ­ 
mentalists are sounding opti­ 
mistic about Stockholm. 
They see the Stockholm con­ 
ference providing a basis and 
focal point for a political pro­ 
cess that will make possible the 
establishment and implementa­ 
tion of a wide range of interna­ 
tional standards and criteria to 
save the world from overpopu­ 
lation, pollution, and exploita­ 
tion. 
The Stockholm conference 
will have before it proposals to 
create new machinery for envi­ 
ronmental actions throughout 
the world and a special fund to 
help finance those activities. 
There are also measures pro­ 
viding for the negotiation of 
essential international agree­ 
ments. Among them the dump-

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Harris Vows' ITT 
Mayor Alioto Wins 
In Fee-Split Case 


VANCOUVER, Wash. (UPI) 
—A jury said Sunday that the 
plaintiffs “ got their money’s 
worth," 
and 
ruled that San 
Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto 
and two form er Washington 
State officials do not have to 
refund a $2.3 million attorney's 
fee. 
Alioto said he was delighted 
with the jury's "perceptive ver­ 
dict." 
The state of Washington and 
12 publicly owned utilities had 
asked for a refund of the fee 
because Alioto shared $802,814 
of it with John J. O'Connell, 
then attorney general of Wash­ 
ington State; and George K. 
F a le r , 
an 
a s s is ta n t 
to 
O’ConnelJ. 
Alioto was paid the fee for 
obtaining $16.2 million in anti­ 
trust settlements from electri­ 
cal manufacturers for the state, 
one port, three cities and eight 
public utility districts. 
Alioto, a noted antitrust law­ 
yer, handled the suits before he 
became mayor. The defendants 
claimed O’Connell and Faler 
were paid for working as pri­ 
vate attorneys for the nonstate 
agencies while O'Connell con­ 
tinued to represent the state as 
attorney general.

Belvedere police said it all 
began when Wendy Alice Colton 
showed up at the station Satur­ 
day morning to participate in 
the police “ ride-along’’ pro­ 
gram.

First Amendment and discrimi­ 
nated against them in favor of 
“ print media” —newspapers, 
magazines and billboards.

The NAB sought similar re­ 
lief. asking for a permanent 
injunction to stay enforcement 
of the law.

The non-profit NAB compris­ 
es 2.118 AM radio stations, 1.259

The majority opinion of the 
lower court held that the sta­ 
tions had not lost any right of 
free speech, but only the right 
to collect money fcr broadcast­ 
ing the message of others. 
The last time the high court 
got into the cigarette advertis­ 
ing controversy was in an Oct. 
13, 1969, decision when it left 
untouched a federal require­ 
ment that such ads be balanced 
with free air time for antismok­ 
ing messages. 
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The plaintiffs contended the 
payments to O'Connell and Fal­ 
er 
represented a conflict of 
interest and required that the 
fee be returned. 
The jury of six men and six 
women deliberated 10 hours, 35 
minutes before returning unani­ 
mous verdicts in favor of all 
three defendants on all three 
causes of action in the com­ 
plaint. 
Gilbert George Scott, 68. Van­ 
couver. a retired fuel oil dis­ 
tributor. and foreman of the 
jury, said “ There was no ques­ 
tion that we thought that the 
plaintiffs got their m oney’s 
worth. We felt the plaintiffs all 
knew fees were being shared 
and that the ceiling had come 
off. That was the group’s opin­ 
ion and my opinion." 
.Alioto, reached in Washing­ 
ton. D.C., where he had gone on 
city business, praised the jury’s 
"perceptive verdict” and re­ 
peated his charges that "this 
was a malicious political law­ 
suit from the beginning and we 
have the evidence to prove it.” 
Alioto and O’Connell, 
both 
Democrats, have often claimed 
the suit was instigated by Re­ 
publican officials in Washing­ 
ton, D C., and Washington State 
for political reasons. 
Alioto, O’Connell and Faler 
face trial April 17 in federal 
court on criminal charges of 
conspiracy to bribe a public 
official. The federal indictment 
contends that removal of the 
fee limit and sharing of the fees 
constituted bribery of a public 
official. 
“ I 
now call upon Nixon’s 
campaign manager John Mitch­ 
ell ... to do the decent thing and 
dismiss his malicious Seattle 
indictment,” said Alioto. “ It 
will be throwrn out anvwav.”

“ Any time a ru m o r goes 
around that a dog is killing 
sheep, everybody in town ties 
up their dog. They think it wall 
get shot if it accidentally runs 
across the rancher's field. In 
two weeks, they’ll let them all 
go and I bet the killing will 
start up again.” said Doliahite. 
He explained that even the 
m o st g o o d -n a tu re d , g e n tle 
house pet can become a killer. 
“ Once they've tasted blood, 
they’ll never stop,” he said. 
Four black labrador retriev­ 
ers that escaped last week from 
a local kennel are considered 
possible suspects. Their escape 
preceded the slaughter by a 
week; but they’ve not been seen 
by anyone since they ran away. 
Despite the fact that the 
weekend was quiet, 51-year-old 
Walter Burbank is continuing 
his vigil. He has already lost 
about one third of his June 
sheep crop. 
“ We’re getting hit and we re 
losing sheep, so we don’t want 
to change the dog's pattern,” 
explained the haggard rancher. 
‘’We’re geared up for him now.

To Prove 
Angela Guilt

SAN JOSE — The prosecute^ 
in the Angela Davis case today 
said he will prove her responsi­ 
ble for the murder of Judge 
Harold J. Haley through evi­ 
dence that she aided and abet­ 
ted in a conspiracy because of a 
“ simple human passion.” 
/Albert W. Harris Jr., 42-year- 
old assistant attorney general, 
began outlining the evidence 
that will be presented by more 
than 100 witnesses during the 
trial of Miss Davis, who is 
charged with murder, kidnap­ 
ping and conspiracy in connec­ 
tion with the Aug. 7 shootout at 
the Marin Civic Center. 
While the shootout, in which 
four persons died in the Civic 
Center parking lot, was going 
on, Miss Davis was waiting at 
the San Francisco International 
Airport, Harris said. She had 
hoped that the escapees would 
join her there, as well as the 
Soledad Brothers, whom she 
hoped to have freed from pris­ 
on. according to the prosecutor. 
Harris said that the state 
does not contend that Miss Da­ 
vis actually took part in the 
crimes, 
but rather that she 
“ knew of the criminal intent of 
Johnathan Jackson (the young 
man who instigated the shoot­ 
out) and shared that intent.” 
Harris termed the conspiracy 
“ simple but ingenious — and 
one that very nearly worked.” 
Its aim, he said, was to free the 
late Soledad brother George 
Jackson and Miss Davis’s mo­ 
tive was her passion for Jack­ 
son. Harris said. 
“ It was a passion that had no 
respect for life — not even for 
the life of Jackson’s younger 
brother,” Harris said. 
In addition to the motive, 
Harris began to trace Miss 
Davis’s opportunity to conspire 
with him (Jackson) during the 
week before the shootout, a 
period of time in which Harris 
said “ She scarcely had an op­ 
portunity to do anything else.” 
It was just two days before 
the civic center violence, Har­ 
ris said, that Miss Davis, ac­ 
companied by young Jackson to 
a San Francisco pawn shop, 
purchased a shotgun, which 
was later sawed off. 
Harris called that shotgun, 
which he said was taped to 
Judge Haley’s head during the 
aborted escape attempt, “ an 
essential part of the conspira­ 
cy.” 
It was brought into the court­ 
room where Judge Haley was 
presiding over the trial of a San 
Q u e n tin 
c o n v ic t, 
J a m e s 
McClain, in a briefcase which 
also contianed six paperback 
books inscribed with Miss Da­ 
vis’s name. 
During the opening session in 
a San Jose courtroom Miss 
Davis, clad in a beige and black 
tailored outfit, sat quietly tak­ 
ing notes on a legal pad. 
Prosecuter Harris told the 12 
jurors anti four alternates “ you 
will be convinced beyond the 
shaow of a doubt that this case 
is not a political frameup . . . 
nor a racial persecution." 
Miss Davis’s claim tha.t she is 
a political prisoner is complete­ 
ly false, Harris said. 
Harris, appointed to try the 
case when Marin District Attor­ 
ney Bruce B. Bales withdrew, 
was expected to take most of 
today to outline his case against 
the former University instruc­ 
tor.

noble commitment has gone a 
long way toward our negotia­ 
tions on the mergers eventually 
coming out as Hal (Geneen) 
wants them." 
The lobbyist said she thought 
the phone call from the White 
House 
and her subseq un t 
memorandum occurred in late 
June or early July last year. 
This was in a period when the 
antitrust division was negotiat­ 
ing with ITT on a settlement 
that was announced July 31. 
Under the consent decree, the 
government’s suit to force ITT 
to divest itself of the Hartford 
Insurance Co. was dropped and 
the firm was forced to shed 
nearly $1 billion worth of other 
subsidiaries. It was the largest 
merger and the largest divesti­ 
ture ever arranged in an out- 
of court settlement. 
Mrs. Beard's testimony was 
hazy on many points. During 
the discussion of the White 
House phone call she said 
so m e o n e —she n e v e r m ade 
clear whether it was the White 
House caller or Merriam—had 
asked "is this $600,000 going to 
Nixon’s campaign?” 
Mrs. Beard said the $600,000 
figure was a mistake and there 
were rumors flying all over 
Washington at the time about 
how much ITT was contributing 
and to whom. She said she 
picked up the $400.000 figure in 
the memo from hearsay from 
other lobbyists and politicians 
in Washington, and not from 
anyone connected with FIT. 
ITT says it has never made 
any commitment to the conven­ 
tion higher than $200,000. 
Mrs. Beard testified 90 min­

Denying she had written part 
of the memo suggesting ITT

FRESNO (UPI)—Paddling or 
humilitating school children to 
discipline them has an adverse 
effect on their ability to learn, a 
Fresno State College psycholo­ 
gy professor believes. 
And while Dr. Alan Button 
doubts much can be done about 
mortifying disciplines, such as 
standing a child in the comer, 
he does believe corporal punish­ 
ment should be outlawed in 
California Schools and is head­ 
ing a campaign to see that it is. 
As the law stands now there 
is no prohibition against corpo­ 
ral punishment of school chil­ 
dren except in a few districts 
which have banned it, he said. 
But he sees hope for passage 
of a bill by Assemblyman Alan 
Sieroty, D-Los Angeles, which 
would outlaw the practice and 
his group, called End Violence 
Against the Next Generation, is 
drumming up support through 
lectures. 
The talks are aimed at dem­ 
onstrating through actual evi­ 
dence that children who have 
sustained the most punishment 
do the poorest in school, he 
said. 


“ Evidence shows children in 
juvenile hall, for instance, are 
in fact those children who had 
. significantly more punishment 
than those children who are 
doing well in school,” he said. 


Button also objects to humili­ 
ating forms of correcting chil­ 
dren such as the practice in 
some 
Fresno elementary 
schools of forcing children 
caught talking in the cafeteria 
to stand on the stage in front of 
the others. 


“ It seems the values of some 
of those in the school system 
are such that they believe let­ 
ting the children talk, for inst­ 
ance, will mushroom and lead 
to anarchy,” he said. “ But psy­ 
chologically I think the reverse 
is true. 


“ We can beat or frighten the 
learning curiosity out of a child 
with 
the 
punishment 
ap­ 
proach.” 
“ Basically children want to 
please,” he contends. 


But Button said children who 
are paddled or humiliated lose 
their respect for learning “ and 
school becomes a dull grind 
rather than the exciting experi­ 
ence it can be.” 
Button, 46, who has three 
children of his own, also is a 
firm believer in sparing the rod 
at home but admits “ there is no 
way to legislate parents.” 


Still he believes a ban on 
spanking in school will tend to 
diminish the practice at home. 
“ For so long we have said 
’spare the rod and spoil the 
child’ that parents and teachers 
have encouraged each other in 
punishing children,” he said. 
Yet he asserts that in schools 
which de-emphasize punish­ 
ment children do not present

The U.S. command said there 
were 101,700 U.S. troops left in 
the country- as of last Thursday. 
With a withdrawal rate of about 


1,000 men a day the unofficial 
figure for today was 97,700 
men. 
“ There is no doubt at all that 
goal (69,000 by May 1) will be 
met and we anticipate being 
below it by the 1st of May,” a 
military source said. 


U.S. troop strength climbed 
above the 100,000 mark during 
the rapid buildup in August. 


1965. There was no exact date 
showing when the milestone fig­ 
ure was reached. 


The figures released by the 
command, however, do not in­ 
clude some 15,000 Navy men 
serving aboard vessels off the 
Vietnamese coast or 32,500 Air 
Force and Army men stationed 
in Thailand. 


In battlefield action, the 


South Vietnamese command 
said 10 Communists were kilied 
in scattered clashes while their 
losses included one dead and 
five wounded.

One day plant 
workers heard popping noises 
coming from packing cases. 
They investigated and found 
that yeast in the cream filling 
had fermented, causing the 
chocolate casings to crack. 


War Vow 
Irreversible, 
Sadat Says

President Vnwar Sadat said 
Sunday Egypt will go to war 
against Israel 
‘regardless of 
sacrifices.” H** said his decision 
was “ irreversible.” 
Sadat, speaking to a rally in 
the Mediterranean resort town 
of Mersa Matruh, made his 
strongest statement in months 
on the possibility of war. 
“ We shall enter the battle 
regardless of sacrifices,” he 
said. 
“We shall liberate the 
land and let the cost and sacri­ 
fice be as they may. 
“ Our decision to enter the 
battle, is irreversible. The bat­ 
tle is necessary to liberate our 
land and we shall choose the 
time for it.” 
He said “ we are preparing 
ourselves patiently and silently 
for that day.” 


In Peking, Sadat’s adviser on 
foreign affairs, former Foreign 
Minister Mahmoud Riad, said 
“ the Egyptian people are deter­ 
mined to carry on the struggle 
and fight for the liberation of 
every inch of their land and the 
liberation of all Arab territories 
snatched by Israel with the 
support of U.S. imperialism.” 


Riad is in China as the guest 
of Premier Chou En-lai and his 
remarks were carried by the 
New China News Agency. 


In Israel, gunners fired into 
Syria Sunday in response to a 
bazooka attack earlier on an 
army 
outpost, 
a 
military 
spokesman in Tel Aviv said. 
Several bazooka rounds were 
fired at the Israeli outpost in 
the southern sector of the occu­ 
pied Golan Heights of Syria but 
caused no casualties. Results of 
the Israeli retaliatory- action 
w-as not known. 


King Hussein of Jordan, who 
irked his fellow Arabs by pro­ 
posing a semi autonomous Pa­ 
lestinian state on the West 
BTank of the Jordan River, left 
Amman for Washington Sun­ 
day. While in the U.S. capital 
he will meet with President 
Nixon and then go on to London 
and Paris to discuss his propos­ 
als with top officials there.

With Sen. Vance Hartke out 
of the race and in his comer, 
Sen.

4 primary. 


Hartke, in withdrawing from 
the battle for the Democratic 
nomination, said Sunday in Mil­ 
waukee that he would “devote 
my full energies” to Hum­ 
phrey’s bid for another shot at 
Richard M. Nixon. The Indiana 
senator had been a dark horse 
from the moment he declared 
his candidacy and his endorse­ 
ment promised a further boost 
in Humphrey’s rising political 
stock, especially in the May 2 
prim ary in Indiana. 


But the former vice president 
showed no sign of overconfid­ 
ence and planned only a brief 
stop in his home state, to speak 
in Duluth, before swinging 
down into Wisconsin. The four 
men given the best chance to 
beat him there already were on 
the scene.

Eviction Notices 
— 'Gutful' On Freeze 


SANTA ROSA (UPI)—A lan­ 
dlord plans to send eviction 
notices affecting 1,000 tenants 
this week because he has had a 
“ gutfur’ of President Nixon’s 
freeze on rents. 
‘i'm fed up." Dan Clardy 
told newsmen Sunday after an­ 
nouncing his plans. 
C lardy owns Clardy Asso­ 
ciates, managing 400 homes in 
Petaluma, Sebastopol and San­ 
ta Rosa areas for a group of 
Sonoma County investors. 
The homes are in the $14,000 
to $28,000 range and are scat­ 
tered over the county. 
“Since implementation of the 
rent freeze,” Clardy said,“ wre 
have been subjected to such 
harassment by the IRS in te r­ 
nal Revenue Service) that it has 
eliminated any economic feasi­ 
bility of our clients continuing 
to rent these homes and getting 
a fair return on their invest­ 
ment.” 
Clardy said if he could he 
would raise rents 15 per cent. 
He said he had been cited by 
the IRS on Feb. 2 for increasing 
the rent on one home here from 
$160 to $210 to bring it into line 
with sim ilar rents in other 
areas. The IRS said the raise 
violated the rent freeze. 
“ Frankly,” Clardy said, “ the 
business climate is untenable.” 


He said he was advising his 
clients to sell their property 
and invest elsewhere. 
“ Every time we turn around 
cities, counties, the state and 
the federal government are in­ 
creasing costs that we can't 
offset by increasing re n ts,” 
Clardy said. 
“ I’ve just had a gutful of 
government involvement in this 
situation.”

The Nixon adm inistration, to its consi­ 
derable discredit, has gagged the public 
on one of the most important environ­ 
mental issues facing the nation. 
The issue is the proposed trans-Alaskan 
oil pipeline from the North Slope to the 
port of Valdez. A six-volume Interior 
Departm ent study of its environmental 
effects concluded this month that no 
route w'ould be free of dangers, a finding 
that hardly could have pleased or sur­ 
prised propnents of the pipeline. 
Opponents, however, will have no op­ 
portunity to comment on the findings of 
the three-year study. Interior Sec. Rogers 
C. B. Morton promptly ruled out public 
hearings on the report. 
An underling said “ it is the secretary’s 
view that this complex report has to be 
read and understaood and that a public 
hearing w’ould be a circus.” 


MORTON CANNOT be faulted for his 
candor, however musty his view of the 
public as a beast too ignorant to under­ 
stand “ this complex report.” He presum ­ 
ably prefers to discuss it privately with 
the adm inistration’s oil friends. 
That remote pipeline, of course, is only 
part of a transport system that has its 
other end in California refineries, includ­ 
ing those in the Bay Area.’ Its environ­ 
mental impact will be felt locallv, not 
just in Alaska. 


The oil industry is reluctant to talk 
about its plans to unload supertankers off 
the California coast, but reports cannot 
be stilled that such plans definitely are 
being drawn. 
The Independent-Journal noted several 
months ago that an offshore oil term inal 
has been considered off Point Reyes. 
Another possible site would be Monterey 
Bay off Moss Landing. 
Despite Morton, the government has 
not heard the last public protest. 


R I\ ALRY BETWEEN Harbor Tours 
and the Golden Gate Bridge District has 
spilled over onto bulletin boards on their 
Tiburon and Sausalito ferries. 
Harbor Tours launched the first salvo 
on its Tiburon run by posting a newspa­ 
per cartoon showing the bridge district’s 
S au salito fe rry m ilking the d is tric t’s 
treasury.

The district countered by putting up an 
I-J photo of a H arbor Tours fe rrv 
aground off San Rafael. District officials 
toyed with the idea of also putting up the 
photo in its 154 buses. 
The latest counterploy by Harbor Tours 
has been display of an enlarged I-J 
editorial questioning the financial pro­ 
priety of the bridge district’s planned 
expansion of its ferry system. 
W hat’s next? Torpedoes? 
Behind this barely goodhumored bill- 
boardry is intense opposition by Harbor 
Tours to the bridge district’s entry into 
the ferry business, formerly the private 
preserve of Harbor Tours. 
Our only complaint about the Sausalito 
ferry is that its concessionaire sells 
d isg racefu lly delicious food. D ieters 
would be well advised to take the Tiburon 
ferrv.

Argentine Terrorism Has 


Roots In Peron Regime

Since 1966 a succession of 
m ilita ry 
g o v e rn m e n t 
h as 
brought Argentina to the point 
where in 1971 inflation reached 
40 per cent, the economy has 
stagnated and unemployment 
mounted steadily. 
Among the people it has led 
<o a feeling of betrayal by their 
government and mounting anti­ 
government terrorism probably 
unm atched anywhere in Latin 
America. 
The kidnapping on March 21 
ot Oberdan Sallustro, president 
of the Italian-owned Fiat Auto­ 
m obile In d u stries in Buenos 
Aires, was but one of several 
acts of violence during the last 
week, including assassinations 
of a prominent conservative 
politician, a form er police chief 
of Tucuman and a soldier on 
guard duty. 
On March 17. kidnapers also 
Seized Pedro Donati. a wine 
company executive, who was 
released after payment of $37,- 
000 ransom. 


W H IL E A R G E N T IN A 'S 
present difficulties may be dat­ 
ed from 1966. the real roots, 
both economic and political, go 
back to February, 1946, when 
Col. Juan Domingo Peron won 
election as president and went 
on from there to rule as a 
dictator. 
His government inherited bil­ 
lions of dollars in foreign cred­ 
its earned by selling foodstuffs 
to Europe during World War II. 
In the following 10 years be­ 
fore his overthrow, Peron and 
his w'ife, Evita, spent the coun­ 
try into bankruptcy through a 
vast program of social reform 
and construction of a labor 
movement which today, more 
than 25 years later, still is the 
strongest in Latin America. 
E conom ically, the country 
never recovered. P o litically , 
even though outlawed, Peron- 
ism persisted, m aintaining its 
hold on a third to a half of all 
Argentine voters. 
Urban guerrillas began to be

The slaying of Mario Roberto 
Uzal, a veteran politician, was 
laid to the Montoneros, a Pe- 
ronist group. 
The desperate search for a 
solution has taken two direc­ 
tions. 
In the apparent belief it is 
better to go Peronist than Com­ 
m unist, the government of Lt. 
Gen. 
Alejandro Lanusse has 
sought to negotiate a com pro­ 
mise with Peron who now lives 
in exile in Spain. It is supported 
by most but not all of the 
Argentine m ilitary, 
many of 
whom went to jail under Peron. 


A COMPANION MOVE is a 
prom ise of elections in March, 
1973, and return to a civilian 
government.

Firm Promises 
To Stop Credit 
Card Abuse 


WASHINGTON (U P I)-T h e 
Federal Trade Com m ission 
(FTC) today announced that BP 
Oil Corp. has promised to stop 
practices which allegedly con­ 
stituted the first violation of a 
law barring firms from issuing 
unrequested credit cards. 
The FTC said it provisionally 
was accepting a consent order 
under which BP agreed to stop 
the practices without admitting 
guilt. 
BP was accused of accepting 
credit cards from other oil 
firms at its service stations, 
then mailing the custómer a BP 
credit card. The firm also was 
accused of mailing BP cards to 
former holders of unsolicited 
credit cards issued by Sinclair. 
BP was formed by British Pe­ 
troleum Company’s purchase of 
Sinclair.

Petaluma's Curb On Growth 
Doesn't Curb Developers' Growls 


Those scream s, moans and 
occasional cuss words the north 
winds may be blowing into Ma­ 
rin these days are from Petalu­ 
ma developers pondering the 
effects of the new limit on 
growth. 
To hear some of them talk, 
> ou’d think they are already 
packed and waiting for the next 
bus to the poor house. With 
Petalum a’s firm limit of 500 
new living units per year, the 
developers will no longer be 
able to build as many homes as 
they’d like and will be forced to 
pay attention to school crowd­ 
ing problems and the lack of 
p ark s, open space and city 
services. 
The developers say in unison 
that the plan sim ply w on’t 
work. When the city tries to 
make it work, the first big 
developer who is denied per­ 
mission to put up a subdivision 
will no doubt file a lawsuit 
forthwith. The legal battle will 
come down to the basic ques­ 
tion of public good versus pri­ 
vate enterprise and lately the 
public has been doing pretty 
well in the courts. 


THE DEVELOPERS have 
shifted the blame all over for 
the limit — from the city coun­ 
cil to the planning director to 
the schools — yet few have 
admitted they share some of 
the blame themselves. 
E ast 
P etalu m a 
resid en ts 
grew tried of sending their chil­ 
dren 
to crowded schools on 
double sessions, of going to the 
Westside to find a park for a 
family picnic, and w eary of 
fighting traffic jam s on the lone 
overpass across the city. Many 
would have been more patient 
with civic and school problems 


if they had been aw are of them 
when they bought homes, but 
that was not the case. 
When Eastsiders visited lav­ 
ishly furnished model homes 
and plunked down their depos­ 
its, many did not get a true 
picture of the community. 


When they asked, “ How are 
the schools around here?” the 
salesm an said, “ Gee. they're 
just terrific. La Tercera School 
serves this area and it’s a nice, 
new b u ild in g .” He probably 
failed to mention it has been on 
double 
sessions 
p ractic a lly 
since the doors opened and that 
the fa m ily ’s th ree children 
would 
be on three different 
schedules. 


The innocent buyers may also 
have asked about parks in the 
neighborhood and been directed 
to a nearby map that showed a 
lush, green park area with full- 
grown trees and children play­ 
ing m errily amid a wide array 
of play equipment. Again, the 
salesm an p erh ap s failed to 
mention that the city had not 
yet found the money to buy the 
park site, let alone landscape or 
equip it. Most ended up joining 
homeowner groups and helping 
the city do the job. 


WHEN THE realization hit 
that all those nice parks and 
schools were not so readily 
available, the problems were 
intensified and outrage was the 
result. 


The Eastside homeowners re­ 
m ain upset and regularly form 
a section at city council meet­ 
ings to heckle developers when 
they complain that attem pts to 
control growlh will hurt their 
poeketbooks. Some think it’s 
about time.

ANY 
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Philippines Tribe Linked 
To A 'Caveman' Culture 


MANILA fUPI)—A scientific 
expedition that included 
Charles Lindberg has discov­ 
ered that a long-lost tribe in the 
wilds of the Philippines may be 
the first known living “ cave­ 
men.’’ 
The tribe is the Tasadays, 
who until discovered last June 


in a dense forest in south Cota- 
bato province about 500 miles 
south of Manila, had been living 
a stone-age existence. They had 
no knowledge of rice, corn, 
tobacco, sugar, salt and other 
foods known by other tribes in 
the area. 
American anthropologist Rob­ 


ert B. Fox. a long-time Philip­ 
pine resident and chief anthro­ 
pologist 
of the 
Philippine 
National Museum, said after 
the June expedition the Tasa­ 
days appeared to have been cut 
off from civilization for from 
1,500 to 2.000 years. 
A second expedition earlier 
this month has shown another 
important fact —the 24 mem­ 
bers of the tribe live in three 
limestone caves about 600 feet 
up a mountainside deep in the 
forest. 


The Rev. Frank Lynch, a 
Roman Catholic priest from 
New York City who was chief 
anthropologist for this month’s 


expedition, said so far as he has 
been able to find out no other 
existing culture lives in caves. 


“ This is of major scientific 
importance,” Lynch said. 
“ Some people have used caves 
for storage purposes, but this is 


the first time we know that a 
natural cave is used for basic 
dwelling purposes.”

A COUPLE JOINS 
Circus Attracts Grownups, Too

YORK 
(UPI)—“ Kidl 
don't run away anymore to join 
the circus. Grownups do.” 
Speaking was Troy Strait, 27, 
half, of the husband wife clown 
team which they believe is the 
only one in the country. Troy 
and Teri-Anne Strait, who’s 26, 
were a pretty conventional cou­ 
ple until two years ago when 
Troy decided to enroll in the 
Ringling Bros, and Barnum & 
Bailey College of Clowns, in 
Venice, Fla., near Sarasota, 
winter home of the circus itself. 


The change all came about 
because of the job Troy Strait 
landed after he got out of the 
Army. He went to work for a 
Norfolk, Va., television station 
doing writing, production and 
performing. 


STRAIT INTERVIEW ED Co­ 
co, Ringling’s advance man, 
now refin'd, and Coco told him 
about the school. 
“ Teri and I mulled it over 
and over,” sais Strait who per­ 


formed as an amateur magi­ 
cian and 
c I o w t i 
in his teens. 
“ Matter of fact, we mulled until 
the deadline on applications for 
admission and then sent off a 
special delivery letter.” 


He was accepted for the eight 
weeks of intensive training at 
the only school for professional 
funnymen, getting instruction 
in everything from yoga to ac­ 
robatics to unicvcling to the 
techniques of falling (clowms 
taking falls are as traditional 
as clowns’ outlandish makeup 
and costumes). 


“ The clown college can teach 
you everything but how to be 
funny.” said Strait. “ You can 
be born with some talent but it 
takes experience to make it.” 


The Straits recalled the 
meaning of fun as defined by 
the veteran clown Otto Grie- 
bling, who gets star billing with 
Ringling. Griebling. now in his 
70s. once told them. “ If they 
laugh, it's funny. If they don't, 
it isn't.” 


THE STRAITS are fairly new 
at the professional clown busi­ 
ness. although in seven years of 
marriage they'd often done 
children's shows in greasepaint 
and costume. This is the start 
of their second year with Ring­ 
ling, and her debut as a clown. 
Last year, Strait traveled as 
advance man as well as per­ 
former. His wife, who by this 
time decided to quit college for 
a while, went along as part of 
the wardrobe staff and ob­ 
served the clowning art. 


The circus opens at Madison 
Square Garden Center tomor­ 
row night and before the tour 
ends next December will have 
played in nearly 50 cities. 


The Straits are among the 
some 35 clowns in the show. 
He's billed as Buppa and she’s 
Poki Doti. His costume is the 
traditional baggy trousers and 
outsize shoes. She’s continuing 
the type of costume she first 
used, an outlandish polka dot 
outfit plus two big round red 


circles on her cheeks and a 
round red nose in the middle. 


“ I'M SORT of the Establish­ 
ment clown,“ said Troy Strait. 
“ You know, the Mr. Cool...until 
I fall flat on my face. She's the 
bumbler, the trickster, the ne­ 
mesis.” 
The Straits, who have known 
each other since their days at 
Princess Anne High School in 
Virginia Beach, Va., travel with 
the circus as many other per­ 
formers do—in self-contained 
mobile homes. Theirs is in ef­ 
fect a house on a truck chassis. 
It's 26 feet long, 11 feet high, 
nine feet wide, airconditioned, 
and tailored to hold all of their 
costumes and props. Also her 
sewing machine—she makes all 
her costumes. It’s also home to 
a Siamese cat named Buppa. 
I asked the Straits the reac­ 
tion of people when, out of 
costume, they’re asked. “ What 
do you do?” “ They seldom be­ 
lieve us when we tell them 
we re clowns,” said Strait. “ Es­ 
pecially at banks.”

AUTISTIC CHILDREN 


A 
Trip To Hawaii 
Is Parents' Dream 
Marin 


A trip to Hawaii for the class 
of autistic children at Henry C. 
Hall School in Larkspur is the 
goal of the parents' group of the 
class. 
Mrs. Edward C. Gund of No­ 
vato, whose 12-vear-old daugh­ 
ter is in the class, said that by 
raising the money and sending 
the children and their teaching 
staff to the islands, they hope to 
call attention to the need for 
special education of autistic 
children and how the children 
can learn in such special 
classes within the public school 
program. 
The parents group, said Mrs. 
Gund, hopes that other public 
school systems will realize that 
the needs of the autistic child 
and that he can learn if provid­ 
ed with the time and attention 
by especially trained staff. 
The parents said the class in 
Larkspur has been successful in 
bringing many autistic children 
to the point where they can 
attend regular school classes, 
and that classes for autistic 
children can be instituted in 
other public school systems 
with little additional money by 
using volunteers to assist 
trained staff and by sharing 
recreational facilities with a 
regular public school. The class 
in Marin shares playground fa­ 
cilities with Henry C. Hall 
School and is located in small 
buildings on its grounds. 
The program in Marin, main­ 
tained and supervised by the 
Marin County Schools office, 
has been using volunteers from 
the community and College of 
Marin students and nursing 
trainees for many years. 
To raise the money for the 
Hawaii trip the parents’ group 
held a rummage sale this 
month. The group hopes that 
Marin service clubs and others 
also will contribute funds. 
Mrs. Gund explained that 
while California law says a 
normal child must attend 


school, the law does not require 
classes for autistic children. 
Such classes are so few, she 
said, that in Edna Kohler’s 
Larkspur class is a child who is 
driven from Berkeley every 
day and another from San 
Francisco. One family moved 
to Marin so their child could 
attend, and three Air Force 
families requested assignments 
to Hamilton Air Force Base so 
their autistic children could at­ 
tend the class. The Gunds re­ 
turned to Marin after Lieuten­ 
ant Colonel Gund retired from 
the Air Force so that their 
daughater. Cheri, could attend. 
The parents hope to focus 
national attention on the shor­ 
tage of education for such chil­ 
dren through the Hawaii trip.

Women 
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FTC Commissioner 
Likes Her 'W orlds'

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fed­ 
eral Trade Commissioner Mary 
Gardiner Jones says'she lives 
in the best of all possible 
worlds. 
She likes the administrative, 
policy-making aspect of her 
$38,000 a year position, which is 
different than the law firm 
work she was doing when Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson ap­ 
pointed her to the FTC in 1964, 
and she likes Washington. 
“ It has all the attributes of 
New York but it’s smaller, 
friendlier, and you can make a 
variety of friends. There’s a 
wider spread of activities and 
people are more concerned 
about what’s going on in the 
country.” 


ANOTHER ATTRIBUTE is 
that Washington is close enough 
to New York to make weekends 
possible in her home town, she 
added. 
'Miss, Jones worked hard to 
win her place in her profession. 
After hqr graduation from 
Wellesley in 1943, she put her­ 
self through Yale Law School. 
She became managing editor of 
the Yale Law Journal, but there 
were drawbacks. 
All ft£r' male classmates 
found jobs when they won their 
degrees, but Miss Jones said 
she was turned away from 50 
firms before she finally was 
accepted by one, almost on the 
eve of graduation. Some had 
told her they did not accept 
women in their firms, she said. 


After five years on her firs 
job, she was offered a post ii 
the Justice Department's anti 
trust division. She resigned af 
ter eight years in federal serv 
ice, and joined a New York lav 
firm where she stayed until sh< 
was appointed an FTC commis 
sioner. 


ONE OF the biggest chal 
lenges for the commission i: 
the assignment of priorities 
she said. Should the FTC judg< 
the efficacy of advertised hear 
ing aids, investigate alleged de 
ceptions in automobile guaran 
tees, label some ads as phoney 
or question the cynical deb 
collection methods used agains 
the poor? 
“ These can be excruciating 
problems,” she said. 
Miss Jones’ FTC appointmen 
runs out in 1973, and althougl 
she has enjoyed both her worl 
and her social life, she is readj 
to push on to something new. 
“ I've had my time, and I’it 
restless now to take on a nev 
challenge, to carry on w'hat I’n 
doing in a new framework,’ 
she said. 


Business may offer an inter­ 
esting new field, she said, or 
the academic world might hold 
promise. Whatever the opening 
she is confident she will not be 
bored. 


“ I've alwrays loved my work 
and there’s no reason to believ< 
that whatever comes next won’ 
be exciting,” she said.

Octane Ignorance 
Costs You Money 


By ARTHUR E. ROWSE 
WASHINGTON — The latest semi-annual 
report on gasoline quality by the United 
States Bureau of Mines provides clues as to 
why petroleum industry leaders are trying to 
block the posting of octane ratings at gasoline 
pumps. 
A Federal Trade Commission order to that 
effect was supposed to begin March 15, but it 
was postponed indefinitely by a court order 
obtained by several major gasoline compa­ 
nies. 
Since 1965, the federal agency 
has been studying the pricing of 
gasoline. As a result of investi­ 
gation and open hearings, it 
decided last year that motorists 
had the right to know the oc­ 
tane rating of gasolines. 


The information is particular­ 
ly important to owners of 1971 
and 1972 cars, almost all of 
w?hieh are tuned to operate effi­ 
ciently on gasoline with an oc­ 
tane rating of only 91.

OWNERS OF many other 
model cars also w-ould stand to 
benefit from the data if posted 
at gasoline pumps. For the rule 
would allow them to compare 
gasolines more effectively than 
they now can, and they could 
avoid buying gasoline with 
higher octaine than their en­ 
gines require. 


The fact is that many motor­ 
ists waste money buying gaso­ 
line of higher octane than their 
engines need to operate satis­ 
factorily. The FTC estimates 
that the average motorist pays 
an extra $50 or more every 
year because of his ignorance 
about octane ratings. 


The latest report on gasolines 
by the Bureau of Mines is based 
on 4.602 samples taken from 
every section of the country 
last summer. The figures show 
an average octane of 99.8 for 
premium gasolines, 94 for regu­ 
lar and 92.3 for sub-regular. 


The last figure is the most 
interesting. It is based on 495 
samples grouped into 103 de­ 
tailed analyses. Only 11 of the 
103 results fell below- 91. The 
lowest was 89.2 and the highest 
was 97.3. Many of the sub­ 
regular gasolines therefore 
showed octanes higher than 
regular gasolines. 


Octane ratings vary from 
batch-to-batch of gasoline, and 
they vary according to section 
of country. They are also not 
the only indication of gasoline 
quality, but they are the most 
important.

THE OUTANE rating is a 
measure of anti-knock quality 
which is related to the timing of 
the engine. Thus, an engine 
designed to run on 91 octane 
gasoline would knock with gaso­ 
line of a lower rating. Using a 
higher rating would not im­ 
prove engine performance. 


If you have any doubt about 
your own car’s engine octane 
rating, consult the new car 
manual or the dealer who sold 
the car. From them, you can 
tell whether to use regular or 
premium. Most standard-size 
cars and almost all compacts 
produced before 1970 were de­ 
signed for regular. 


The only sure way to tell 
whether you are using the right 
octane is to try a tankful and 
observe whether there is a per­ 
sistent knock or ping in the 
engine, not just when the en­ 
gine is under heavy strain. If 
so, try a higher grade. 


IF YOUR ENGINE can use a 
lower grade without a persistnt 
ping, you have been buying 
more octane than your car 
needs. The few pennies you 
save per gallon can add up to a 
substantial figure over the 
years. 


Many engines can be tuned 
down to take lower octane gaso­ 
line without significant loss of 
performance, but this is not 
advisable for hjgh-power cars.

Church's New 
Organ Shown

M aster 
organist 
Kenneth 
Mansfield and the program he 
chose proved exactly right last 
night to show off the full re­ 
sources of the new centennial 
memorial organ at St. Paul's 
Episcopal Church in San Rafael 
in the first of a series of dedica­ 
tion recitals. 
The German-built organ with 
tw’o manuals and pedal board 
and about 1,000 pipes is a fine 
concert instrument and a wel­ 
come addition to concert facili­ 
ties in Marin. 
Its tone is bright and brilliant 
rather than mellow, except in 
the low register, and it offers 
interesting registration mixture 
possibilities. But it is almost too 
powerful when played at full 
volume for the small church of 
about 250 seating capacity. In 
fact, a gong played by the 
organist's assistant in the clos­ 
ing triumphant anthem could 
scarely be heard at times. 
A virtuoso performer of top 
rank, 
Mansfield — associate 
professor of music (organ1 at 
California State College. Hay­ 
ward. and organist for the La- 
fayette-Orinda United Presby­ 
terian 
Church 
— chose 
a 
program ranging from baroque 
to contemporary. 
Outstanding in the tour de 
force category were the final 
two numbers that were very 
different in style — the great 
baroque prelude and fugue in a 
minor of Bach, in which Mans­ 
field’s handling of contrapuntal 
voices showed exceptional clar­ 
ity, and the prelude and cha- 
conne from concerto II of the 
German composer Ernst Pep-

ping, who died only last year. 
In both, the organist demon­ 
strated special facility in solo 
work on 
the pedal 
board. 
Though of the contemporary 
period, the concerto movements 
were more reminiscent of the 
rom antic tradition than any 
modern idiom. 
Also displaying the organ to 
advantage were three pieces 
from Clerambault s “ suite du 
p rem ier to n ,” in which the 
massive and light sonorities of 
the instrument were contrasted, 
and a captivating gigue by 
Loeillet. In the latter was heard 
one of the most unusual effects 
I have encountered in organ 
concerts, a rippling melody on 
what sounded like tiny silver 
bells accompanying the major 
melodic and harmonic struc­ 
ture of the piece. 
Another work showing the or­ 
ganist's dexterity was the first 
organ number. 
Fantasie and 
Fugue in B flat by Alexandre 
P.F. Boely. Quieter but full of a 
more lyrical charm were Moz­ 
art's adagio, allegro, adagio K. 
594» and adagio (aria) by Gios- 
seffo H. Fiocco. 
'Hie recital was opened and 
closed with hymns led by the 
church choir. 
About 100 attended this first 
concert in the series, which St. 
P a u l’s o rg am st-ch o irm aster, 
Rev. A1 Price, says will contin­ 
ue as long as there is public 
demand and support. 
The next program will be an 
organ and 
choir concert on 
April 23 at 4 p.m. by the choir 
of St. Jude’s Episcopal Church 
of Cupertino. 


Czech Soul Bared 
By Smetana Trio

Mesmerizing a capacity audi­ 
ence of about 200 persons Satur­ 
day night, the Smetana Trio 
olunged into the exotic music of 
its Czechoslovakian homeland. 
This, the fifth concert of the 
Candlelight Chamber Music Se­ 
ries given at Brown’s Hall in 
Mill Valley, was incredible in 
e v e ry respect. Pianist Josef 
Mala, violinist 
Vaclav Snitil, 
and cellist Stanislav Apolin 
opened the program with a 
flawless performance of Bee­ 
thoven’s Op. 70, No. 1 Trio. 
This piece, the only non- 
Czech work of the evening, 
immediately revealed the ex­ 
ceptional abilities of this group. 
Always conscious of a balance 
of voices and dynamic levels, 
the members concentrated on 
the totality of the large sweep­ 
ing structure. The intensely ex­ 
pressive Largo movement was 
miraculous for its continuity of 
expression. 


As impressive as the Beetho­ 
ven was, it was in the remain­ 
ing works by Czech composers 
that the trio applied an almost 
religious zeal to its perform­ 
ance. The result was an eve­ 
ning of musical magic — that 
elusive quality of an exciting 
p e rfo rm a n c e th a t r e m a in s 
unexplained when all analytical 
tools are exhausted. 


It surfaced during “ Berger- 
e tte s ” by Bohuslav M artinu 
(1890-1959) 
an d 
c o n tin u e d 
throughout the evening because 
a skillful trio was playing mu­ 
sic rooted deep in the heritage 
of each performer. 


Martinu, though a fairly con­ 
te m p o ra ry Czech composer, 
wrote in the more traditional 
style of his romantic, national­ 
ist forebears, Sm etana and 
Dvorak. 


H is “ B ergerettes” (Shep­ 
herd’s Songs) is a delightfully 
romantic work of considerable 
individuality. Using gypsy-like

folk melodies and folk dance 
rhythms, he built several con­ 
trasting sections, one upon an­ 
other. Snitil’s violin playing 
was colorful 
and vibrant in

tions.

T r io 
“ Pum ky,” Op. 90 by Dvorak 
was'the highlight of the eve­ 
ning. A highly complex piece 
filled with sensuous melodies 
and unusual harmonic struc­ 
tu res, it abounds in abrupt 
changes in mood often accom­ 
panied by sudden switches in 
harmony and texture. 
This dramatic and exciting 
work brought the audience to 
its feel. The trio received more 
standing ovations for two en­ 
cores — a movement from a I 
Smetana Trio and an “ Elegie” 
by Suk. 
It was more than the warm 
sound and sensitive shadings of 
textures that made this trio so 
exceptional; it was a heartfelt 
personal involvement with the 
homeland and her music — in a 
word, soul.

Taxed Less, 


Reuss Says 


WASHINGTON (U PD -There 
were 18,646 A m ericans who 
earned at least $100,000 through 
tax loopholes during 1970 but 
paid taxes on it at a rate of less 
than 7 per cent —a rate similar 
to that paid by persons earning 
$6.500 a year, Rep. Henry S. 
Reuss. D-Wis., said today. 
Reuss said his figures were 
based on Treasury Department 
data covering the “ minimum 
tax” provision of the 1969 Tax 
Reform Law. The minimum tax 
provision was designed to make 
sure that all persons with very 
high incomes paid at least some 
federal income tax. 
“ As it stands now.” Reuss 
said, “ the minimum tax admin­ 
isters just a small love tap’ to 
wealthy tax avoiders. They can 
continue to use tax loopholes if 
they will pay a small admission 
fee for the privilege.” 
Reuss, a m em ber of the 
House Banking and Currency 
Committee and the Joint Eco­ 
nomic Committee, has intro­ 
duced legislation that would in 
effect increase that “ admission 
fee.” But he said it would be 
even better to “do away with 
all these tax loopholes once and 
for all. Income is income, and 
there is no reason why wealthy 
investors, executives, and oil 
men should get more favorable 
tre a tm e n t than the average 
wage-eam er” . 
Reuss said his “ co nserv a­ 
tiv e '' e stim a te s showed that 
wealthy Americans taking ad 
vantag e of loophole income 
paid an average tax of 6.76 pei 
cent; but he said it was more 
reasonable to assume that their 
incomes averaged more than 
$150,000 each, which would 
bring the tax percentage dowr, 
to under 4 per cent.

A Short, Sweet Rendering 
Of Russia, E. Europe Music

The Yale Russian Chorus, an 
all-male group of undergradu­ 
ates, graduate students and al­ 
umni from Yale U niversity 
gave a short and sweet a cap- 
pella rendering of Russian reli­ 
gious music and Eastern Euro­ 
pean folk songs in a Saturday 
night concert at the College of 
Marin theater. 
The 32-member choir came to 
California on a 65-hour bus ride 
that kicked off its spring vaca­ 
tion. The proceeds of the seven 
California concerts will go to 
the Yale Scholarship fund. The 
choir also hopes to raise money 
for a summer tour of Russia. 
The turnout Saturday night 
was small, only about 150 per­ 
sons, but, judging by the huge 
ovation at the end. the audience 
had heard a special 90 minutes 
of close harmonies, good solos 
and a choir that enjoyed every 
second of its performance. 
The choir already has univer­ 
sal recognition, winning first 
prize at the International Cho­ 
ral Festival at Lille. France, in 
1962 and traveling through 
E a ste rn Europe five tim es 
since 1959. It knows the power 
of communication through mu­ 
sic and presented songs infor­ 
mally at the College of Marin 
as it might on a streetcomer in 
Moscow or a park in its own 
New Haven, Conn. 
The choir likes to perform to 
people in the street and when 
the young men opened with five 
religious pieces, one could in 
fact close one s eyes and see 
heavily coated peasant women 
going to and from mosque-like 
domes where Russian Orthodox 
masses are performed. 
Following the haunting mass 
music, the choir did two Bul­ 
garian folk songs, introduced in 
a charming way by one mem­ 


ber of the choir as being fertili­ 
ty rites. He told of meadows 
and maidens and birds flying 
overhead and the choir trans­ 
mitted a lusty, boyishness in 
the songs. The Bulgarian music 
shifts from 
major to minor 
harm onies very quickly and 
can be compared to Appalachi­ 
an Mountain music in its fresh 
folk quality. So many so-called 
serious composers, like Aaron 
Copeland and Bela Bartók, 
have repeatedly gone to folk 
music for inspiration, or to 
simply rearrange the mountain 
music. 
The choir was directed by a 
Yale u n d erg rad u ate. Daniel 
Godfrey. He is tall. Scandinavi- 
an-Iooking and. like all the 
choir, dressed as if going to a 
fraternity party. A lot of cordu­ 
roy jackets and desert boots 
w ere worn 
by the shaggy 
haired group. 
Godfrey worked up a good 
sweat through the evening. The 
music calls for a lot of mobility. 
Tenor, baritone and bass parts 
come into lead and fall into 
background at a second’s notice 
and the choir must be on its 
toes at all times. 
Besides the choral talent, 
some members possess solo tal­ 
ent of considerable quality. 
David Gusakov and Harlow 
Robinson gave some soulful 
bass and baritone solos that 
were somew here between opera 
and Jewish prayer music in 
tone. 
George Huber and Charles 
Anderson added some clear, 
pretty tenor solos. 
The second half of the concert 
was devoted to Russian army 
songs and folk ballads. As al­ 
ways they were introduced with 
wry 
hum or 
and 
with 
just 
enough of the story to get one 
involved and just enough left 


out to get one’s imagination 
into play. 
The short, elf-like young man 
who introduced the songs in the 
second half described a Russian 
freedom song as “A tale of a 
serf who works on a barge on 
the river Volga. He escapes and 
from then on. whenever he sees 
an eagle fly close to the land, 
the serf scares him away, so 
the eagle can t be captured. 
And 
the serf feels like the 
eagle, because he is also de­ 
prived of something, his Vol­ 
ga.” 


The music is full of animal 
imagery, fields of fresh flowers 
and emotions. The choir gets it 
across with full fragrance and 
joy- 
The choir has two recordings 
out. The most recent is a Yale 
production that includes almost 
all of Saturday night's perform­ 
ance.

Marin's ROTC—They Wear Blue

They wear the Air Force 
blue, stripes and ribbons, pants 
neatly pressed and shoes shined 
in a world where the dress of 
the day is most kindly de­ 
scribed as “ student casual.” 


They are members of the Air 
Force Junior Reserve Officer 
Training Corps at Novato High 
School, lone higp school ROTC 
unit in Marin, one of 11 in the 
state and 193 in the United 
States. 


Several years ago when radi­ 
cals raged against the ROTC on 
college campuses and antimili­ 
tary sentiment was high, enroll­ 
ment dipped, but has since re­ 
covered. 
accoring 
to 
Col. 
Walter Van Emon, aerospace 
education instructor. 
The program started in 1966 
with 105 boys, numbered 145 the 
next year, then dipped to 87 in 
1968 and 83 in 1969. 
Enrollment now is 102 boys 
and six girls, who aren't cadets 
but are designated as “ Aero­ 
space Girls.” 
“ There’s never been any 
acts” against the ROTC, but 
some harrassment, particularly 
in the first three years, said 
Colonel Van Emon. 
Generally, the harrassment is 
in the form of taunts and name 
calling, ranging from “ soldier 
boy” to “ war monger,” he said. 
this year the ROTC “ seems 
to be fully integregated and 
accepted,” he said. “ The rough­ 


est part 
is when they first 
appear in uniform at the start 
of the school year.” They wear 
them only on Wednesdays.” 


Cadets, advised to use re­ 
straint under verbal fire, gener­ 
ally believe that scoffers should 
let them “ do their own thing." 
The cadets also face regula­ 
tions. discipline and hard work. 
“ We're pretty tough on grad­ 
ing." Colonel Van Amon said. 
“ You have to pass or you're 
out. 


In effect the program provid­ 
es a course in aeronautics v.i‘h 
some military trappings; the 
only aeronautics coursa at No­ 
vato High School. 
Students gave various rea­ 
sons for signing up with the 
ROTC. 
“ I took it to get a fiarly good 
knowledge of Air Force life . .. 
to help prepare myself for pos­ 
sibly a career,” said Cadet 
First Lt. Ron Hitchings of 161 
East Kelly Drive. Novato. 
Capt. Robert S. Brown of 17 
Brown Drive, said he “ found 
that the basic curriculum in 
high school was incomplete and 
not interesting," while the 
ROTC is both interesting and 
complete. 
Capt. Ralph Murphy of 9 Alta 
Drive, Petaluma, said he was 
taking the courses to fulfill his 
science requirement “ and to 
find out about space and what 
we are doing in space.” 
First Lt. Tom Mitchell of 50 


Clausing Court said he signed 
up “ to learn about aerospace 
science . .. ROTC is a subtitle 
to aerospace science. Aircraft 
intrigue me.” 


While some think of it as a 
start toward a military career. 
Colonel Van Emon said of all 
students who have taken the 
program, “ about 5 or 10 per 
cent are in the military now.“ 


The ROTC classroom in a 
shop building on the edge of the 
campus world delight a model 
airplane enthusiast. 


Hanging from the ceiling are 
more than 100 model airplanes 
made by students including a 
12-toot long target drone re­ 
vamped into a radiocontrolled 
airplane. 


The walls are covered with 
photos of planes and shelves 
lined with books bearing titles 
such as “ Fundamentals of Aer­ 
ospace," “ Great American 
Fighter Pilots of World War 
II." and “ Men of Space.” 


The overall program isn't de­ 
signed to orient students to 
military life, but to the concept 
of being well-informed, patriot­ 
ic and concerned with this 
country’s welfare, Colonel Van 
Amon said. 
Students do get training 
which couldwhelp them land 
jobs in commercial aviation, 
the aerospace industry or mili­ 
tary service, he said. 
As for jibes from their peers, 


the reaction of some cadets 
was: 
Capt. K<*n Kessler of 460 
Corte Sur: "It all depends on 
the type of criticism. If it’s 
constructive, I don't mind, if 
it’s presented in the right way. 
However, if it’s degrading. I 
can get very upset and emotion­ 
al." 
Second Lt. Mike Lei mb of 735 
Sunset Parkway: “ People .just 
don't know what they are talk­ 
ing about. ROTC is a great 
program and I think that once 
these people tried it. they would 
enjov it very much.” 
Lupt. Steven Layne of 1 
Hayes Street: “ What criticism? 
I never received any." 
M/Sgt. William Osborn of 272 
Crescent Drive: “ To put it sim­ 
ply, if some students had an 
organization that the cadets 
criticize and is closed down, 
they wouldn't like it. I feel the 
same about the ROTC.” 
Colonel Van Emon eagerly 
explained that the ROTC pro­ 
gram isn’t just drill and class- 
work. but includes field trips, 
sports competition aginst other 
ROTC units in Northern Califor­ 
nia and an annual military ball 
with an ROTC queen. 
Nancy Shannon, 
16-year-old 
junior from 29 Terry Circle, is 
queen of cadets this year. 
The unit has been adopted by 
the 84th Fighter Interceptor 
Squadron at 
Hamilton Air 
Force Base. 
As one cadet said the ROTC 


“ isn't thè Air Force,” but No- 
vato has had more than its 
share of appointments to thè 
Air Force Academy in recent 
years, and il might be that thè 
Junior ROTC is thè reason.

Dist. Atty. Bruce B. Bales 
announced today that an inves­ 
tigation into the financial af­ 
fairs of the Marin County Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity 
Council 
found no misuse of county 
funds. 


Bales’s announcement came 
on the heels of a similar finding 
last week by County Auditor- 
Controller Michael Mitchell 
whose office recently completed 
an audit of the agency’s use of 
a $48,000 county grant. 
Neither Bales’s nor Mitchell’s 
investigation into use of funds 
by the poverty agency took into 
account some $350,000 in feder­ 
al funds given the agency last 
year. 
Bales said his office attempt­ 
ed to research use of private 
donations but found few records 
to work with. 
He said claims by the agency 
and its former executive di­ 
rector W. Robert Lomax Jr., of 
receiving large money gifts ap- 
parenty were groundless. 
With the exception of one 
$3,000 donation from the Catho­ 
lic Church, no record was found 
for donations of more than $1,- 
000 he said.

If. however, more money 
were needed in the future to 
complete acquisition of the sea­ 
shore, he said, then needed 
funds could be transferred back 
to the project. “ We've had no 
problem of transferring funds 
routinely as the need arises, ’ 
Tobin told the Independent- 
Journal. 


Tobin noted that the diversion 
still would leave about $5 mil­ 
lion in the seashore acquisition 
fund from the original appro­ 
priation of $57.5 million. 


The superintendent of the 
seashore, John L. Sansing, add­ 
ed that over 90 per cent of the 
seashore property already has 
been acquired and paid for. 
Most of the remaining proper­ 
ties will require condemnation 
through the courts, a step that 
probably will put off final ac­ 
quisition for another three 
years, he said. 


Sansing said “ we haven't lost 
anything” because of the diver­ 
sion. 
Tunney s Washington office 
conceded that Tobin was “ tech­ 
nically corrrect” that the funds 
apparently were not needed for 
the seashore, and that other 
funds could be diverted back to 
the seashore if needed.

This is not a 
good tim e to draw another 
round of trumps even if South 
loves and respects his mother. 
South sees that he may have 
to lose three club tricks. If so, 
he cannot afford to lose any 
other tricks. 


South cannot eat his three low 
spades. He must plan to ruff 
them with dummy’s three re­ 
maining trumps, and that’s why 
South can't afford to draw a 
second round of trumps. Each 
of dummy’s trumps has a job to 
do. 


How does South get to his 
hand each time after ruffing a 
space in the dummy? It would 
be foolish to lead a club: the 
opponents would be delighted to 
lead another trump. 


IN BOTH HANDS 
The simplest way to get back 
and forth is to ruff in both 
hands. Declarer cashes the ace 
of spades and ruffs a spade 
with dummy’s low trump. 'Then 
he takes the ace of diamonds 
and ruffs a diamond with his 
own low trump. 
From here on. declarer has 
only trum p honors in both 
hands. He can ruff without the 
slightest fear of an overruff. 
When you’re going to ruff often, 
your best course is to execute 
the early ruffs with low trumps.

Just About All Foods Contain 
Tangible Amounts Of Mercury 


Nearly all foods contain tangible amounts 
of mercury — at least .2 ppm (parts 'per 
million). Some investigators theorize that 
small amounts of the metal are vital to the 
health and well-being of plants, animals and 
humans. Mercury- exists as a trace element 
along with copper, zinc, magnesium, iodine, 
and manganese. The .2 ppm level can thus be 
considered as occuring naturally in much of 
the environment. As early as 1930, mercury 
was noted in widely scattered ocean fish. It 
stems from surface and under­ 
ground mineral deposits. 
Foods are considered to be 
safe if the mercury content 
does not exceed .5 ppm. Inci­ 
dentally, this is the amount 
found in a 7 oz. can of tuna. 
According to Dr. Thomas B. 
Eyl, writing in the New Eng­ 
land Journal of Medicine, an 
adult could eat a can of tuna 
every- day without reaching the 
estimated danger level. 


OUR SCIENTISTS are very 
conservative in calculating 
their official recommended lim­ 
it (.5) of mercury in fish. Swe­ 
den, with much more experi­ 
ence along this line, has a 1.0 


ppm level, twice as much as 
ours. 
The fish from Minimata Bay 
that poisoned the Japanese av­ 
eraged 20 to 40 ppm. In addi­ 
tion, these victims consumed 
100 per cent methylmercury. 
Dr. Eyl stressed that we fail to 
designate the type of mercury 
we are talking about. Inorganic 
mercury is less toxic than the 
alkyl and methyl derivatives. 
The public assumes the danger­ 
ous forms are involved, but this 
is not always true.

Zero 
miles per hour is the safest 
speed to drive a car but none of 
us will do this in order to avoid 
an accident. By the same token, 
none of us wants to be poisoned, 
but w-e should not deny our­ 
selves certain foods or liquids 
that contain traces of sub­ 
stances that are lethal only 
when consumed in large quanti­ 
ties.

SPORT NOTES 


Fox Lauds Speier's 
Switch-Hitting 


By RALPH CHATOIAN 


HONOLULU — Standing behind the batting 
cage watching young shortstop Chris Speier take 
his left-handed cuts, San Francisco Giants’ man­ 
ager Charley Fox said he never expected such a 
fast success with the experiment to turn Speier 
into a switch-hitter in only his sophomore season. 


It was before the start of the Giants’ opener of 
their three-game series against the Tokyo Lotte 
Orions here and the players had pulled them­ 
selves from the beaches of Waikiki in time to 
make the opening bell. 
As the 21-year-old Speier cracked another line 
drive to right field. Fox smiled and spit out part 
of a tobacco wad bulging his right cheek. 


“ The last time Speier hit left-handed was when 
he was in high school,” said Fox. “ Sure, I 
thought there would be a problem at first when 
we started his switch-hitting this spring. But 
there never was. He’s really comfortable batting 
left-handed. He does most things with his left 
hand . . . eating, writing, things like that.” 
About the other major experiment this spring, 
turning G-foot-6 Dave Kingman into a third 
baseman, Charlie was non-committal. “ He’s 
doing a good job,” was the short reply. Does it 
look like Dave's the Giant starting third baseman 
when April 5 rolls up? “ I can't say, yet,” said 
Fox. “ Let ’em fight it out a little longer,” he 
smiled, referring to A1 Gallagher’s fight to keep 
his starting position at third. 
One of the Orions’ players was very familiar 
with the Giants and chewed the fat with many of 
them before the game. It was Frank Johnson, a 
friendly, talented ballplayer who had spent his 
playing days in the Giants organization before 
being traded to the Orions last year for pitchers 
Toru Hamaura and Shigeyuki Takahashi in base­ 
ball’s first international trading transaction. 
“ I feel okay,” said Johnson about playing in a 
foreign country, “ but I know I can play in the big 
leagues, still. I'm making more money here (on 
the Orions’ team» but I still want to prove I can 
play in the American big leagues.” 
After stepping into the batting cage and taking 
a few practice swings, Johnson returned and said 
the Japanese players were trying to make him 
feel at home in their country. “ They’re trying to 
teach me their language and I'm trying to learn. 
I'm not too good at it yet.'' Johnson and former 
National League slugger George Altman are the 
only non-Japanese players on the Orions’ team. 
In the teams’ first home run contest, however, 
Altman was blanked in 10 swings as the Giants 
slugged nine homers in 30 swings to the Orions' 
four. Willie Mays led with five, Kingman had two 
and Bobby Bonds two. 
The nearly 300 members of the Northern 
California Giants Boosters here for the series 
were ecstatic about the results of that first game 
Friday night when the Giants came from behind, 
">-(), and 7-2, to win, 9-7, on Tito Fuentes’ three-run 
homer in the bottom of the ninth. 
Although these spring games might not mean 
much to the regulars, to the guys trying to win a 
job with the varsity they mean everything. Don't 
tell outfielder Garry Maddox the games don’t 
count. When he came diving into home plate with 
one of those runs Friday, you knew the game 
meant everything to him.

Golden State Warriors closed 
out the regular 1971-72 National 
Basketball Association season 
on a high note and now have 
the unenviable task of getting 
ready to play the Milwaukee 
Bucks in the first round of the 
playoffs. 
A field goal by Clyde Lee and 
two free throws by Jim Barnett 
in the final 31 seconds Sunday 
provided the points the War­ 
riors needed in Philadelphia to 
beat the 76ers, 
116-115. The 
victory gave the Warriors a 51- 
31 regular season record, their 
best ever. 
Nate Thurmond scored 32 
points, Cazzie Russell had 22 
and Lee 19 to pace the War­ 
riors, who wound up the season 
in second place in the Pacific 
Division. That earned them the 
playoff spot opposite the Bucks, 
the Central Division champs, 
starting Tuesday night here. 
The second game of the play­ 
offs also is scheduled for Mil­ 
waukee, on Thursday, while the 
third will be played in Oakland 
Saturday and the fourth in Oak­ 
land on April 4. 
During the regular season the 
Warriors split their four games 
with the Bucks. Last year in the 
playoffs, Milwaukee won three 
of the first four games to elimi­ 
nate the Warriors. 
Coach A1 Attles of the War­ 
riors says this year’s team is a 
lot stronger with the addition of 
Russell and Barnett and the 
consistent play of Thurmond 
and Lee both as scorers and 
rebounders. 
“ We should do better,” is all 
Attles will say and he flatly 
refuses to make any predic­ 
tions. 
Sunday’s victory made Attles 
record in two full seasons plus 
30 games of a third 100 victories 
and 94 losses.

Player, the little physical cul- 
turist from South Africa, said 
he hit the ball better than at 
any time in his life in winning 
the $125,000 Greater New Orle­ 
ans Open Golf Tournament Sun­ 
day with a nine-under par total 
of 279. 
Now, all he has to do is 
regain his putting touch in the 
next two weeks and he’ll arrive 
at Augusta in perfect condition. 
He shot a three-under par 69 
on the final day to come three 
strokes off the pace and edge 
scrambling Jack Nicklaus and 
tenacious Dave Eichelberger by 
one stroke. Newcomers Billy 
Ziobro and John Lister were 
two strokes back at 281 and 
Billy Casper, the third-round 
coleader with Nicklaus. faded 
to a four-over par 76 and a tie 
for eighth at 283. 
Napa's Ron Cerrudo closed 
fast with a 282. three strokes 
behind Player. Cerrudo, a for­ 
mer San Rafael resident, took 
home $4,250 after firing a 70 
and 68 in the final two rounds 
aftar a 70 and a 74 in the first 
two da vs. 


Nicklaus, who had a one-over 
par 73 gfter a disastrous double 
bogey on the par 3 eighth hole, 
earned $11,575 for his second 
place tie to become the first 
golfer in history to surpass 
$100,000 in winnings prior to the 
Masters. Nicklaus now has won 
$109,295 this year. 


Player, winning his 14th U.S. 
tournament, made three birdies 
—sinking a 15-foot putt on No. 
2, a two-footer after a fine 
seven iron shot on No. 8 and a 
six-footer on No. 11. 


Going into the 580-yard 11th 
hole. Player was tied for the 
lead with Nicklaus, Eichelber­ 
ger and Ziobro. Player’s posi­ 
tion looked grim on this chilly, 
windy day when his second shot 
caught a sand trap, but he 
blasted out to within six feet 
and took the lead permanently. 
But those two shots weren't 
any more important than the 
two he made on the 15th. a 
long, tough water holewhere he 
gambled and won.

What About That Alimony, 
Separate Maintenance Payment? 


Alimony and separate maintenance pay­ 
ments are deductible by the husband and 
must be included in the wife’s income if: 
1. The payments are made under a decree 
of divorce or legal .separation, or they are 
made under a written .separation agreement 
made after .Aug. 16, 1954, or under a court 
decree for support made after .March 1. 1954, 
and for pay.ments made after Aug. 16. 1954, 
under such decree. 
2. The payments must be made after such 
decree or agreement.

Periodic payments are tho.se 


which extend over a period of 
time greater than 10 years, or 
where it is impossible to figure 
the total amount that will be 
paid, such as where the pay­ 
ments cease on death or remar­ 
riage. 
Lump sum payments are 


those where a fixed definite 
amount is payable immediately 
following the decree, or where 
fixed amounts can be figured 
from the terms of the decree 
that is payable over a period of 
10 years or less. 


Temporary payments pend­ 
ing divorce or legal separation 
do not count. Neither do pay­ 
ments intended to repay loans 
received previously from the 
wife or to induce her to turn 
over community property. Pay­ 
ments for attorneys’ fees or 
court costs do not count. 


Provided that all payments 
qualify, a husband can deduct 
all payments made to all pre­ 
vious wives during the year, 
regardle.ss of the number of 
such previous wives. 


The husband cannot deduct 
attorneys’ fees for the divorce. 


The wife can deduct the cost 
of collecting taxable alimony. 


However, 
attorneys’ 
fees 
which might bt* for getting child 


support would not be deducti­ 
ble.
